A MAHER OF CONVICTION 

If Philly cops were fabricating evidence, what 
happens to the people they sent to jail? 

By Matt Stroud 

I t's been more than two yearn since the PAifac/e/pAiaDai'/y 
News first published allegations by a longtime confidential 
informant that niiladelphia naitotics officer Cujdik 

had fabricated evidence used to obtain seamh warrants in drug 
cases. The stories expanded into the Pulitzer Prize-winning series 
"Tainted Juatice.' which revealed further allegations that Cujdik, 
his hm ther Ridiard anH a tight-knit crew of fellow narcotire offi- 
cers had not cmly conjured information, but also groped worn ai 
during drug raids, looted bodegas and trumped up minor charges 
against con vaiience-store owners for selling baggies supposedly 
used bydnigdealers topushdope. 

Five officers, including the Citjdika, were taken off the streets 
and relegated to desk dute' as a result of the series. And they 
remain there today: A police spokesperson, officer JillianRusseU. 
confirmed that these officers retain their full-time salaries and 
have not been charged with crimes. The Philadelphia Police 
Department is waiting, she said, for the results of a joint Internal 
Affaire/FBI investigation to move fbtword. 

But Bradley &idge, an attorney with the Defender Association of 
Philadelphia, is not waiting. 

If an informant was helping fabricate evidence against pei^le 


eventually convicted of drugs reimes, that means those cases 
— Bridge has found 57 so far, he says — might have been thrown 
out, or never otherwise made it to court, had these allegBtitms been 
known, What's more, innocentpeople might have gate tojail.

Philadelphians did; He read about them in the paper. His next 
step was less obvious; He asked for, and got, clearance from 
his boss to challenge as many of those cases as possible, argu- 
ing before judges that the Ooi/yAlcws investigation makes any 
charges originating from Cujdik and his informant questionable 
enough to revisit or rged altogether.

2008, Cq jdik told the court, ho hud given the confi- 
dential informant Cl-142 money to buy drugs. CI-142 then went to 
u house in the ISOOblodc ofEostOrleansStreetin Kensington and 
purchased two glass jars of PCP with red lida Cqjdik then obtained 
a search warrant based rar that information, and returned to the 
house, where, be aid. be saw Jose Castro leaving and tossing aside 
aclear plastic b aggy that contained GvejarsofPCF. Again. Cujdik 


was the cmly person who saw this. Castro was arrested and charged. 
His trial lasted onlyoneday and he was convicted on March 26.

Fbur days after Castro’s conviction, however, the Daily News 
published allegations that Richard CqidikandCI-142 — the exact 
same team that h ad worked to convict Castro on drug charges 
— had planted drugs and lied in order to obtain a seonh warrant 
in an unrelated case. 

Bridge worked with Castro to challenge hisconviction, argu- 
ing that if Castro’s original lawyer had kttown about the “Tainted 
Justice” allegations during trial, 
those aUegatioascertarnly would 
have been used to question 
Cujdik’s testimony.

’The Common Pleas cour-t judge 
rejected this argument and 
by the time the matter was 
appealed before Superior Cour-t, 
Castro had already served out 
his sentence on the drug charge.

Though his focus has 
shifted from science to informa- 
tion technology, Gleiek hasn’t lost 
his touch. The Information opens 
with a description of African 
talking drums, which colonizing 
Europeans couldn’t wrap their 
heads around. But, as Gleiek lays 
out.there’s a crucial structural 
linguistic difference between 
African and European languages, 
which explains how the drums 


work, why the drummers’ lan- 
guage was so rife with bizarre ly 
ornate syntax and, perh aps most 
importantly, how that syntax is 
the key to minimizing transmis- 
sion errors, Gleick’s book is a wor-

EXILE ON REED STREET 

In a hail of fake blood and bullets. Theatre 
Exile rises to the challenge with Studb X.

T he last 12 months have been chHllen^gforThcaCre Exile. 
There was the CMtroversy surrounding its dedsion to stage 
Thai Pretty Pretty;or, The Rope Play, and the tragedy of hav- 
ing lost Melissa Lynch, the Philadelphia actress setto star in the 
company's currmt production. The Lieutenant of Inishmore.io a 
car aeddent before New Year’s Eve. 

‘Me lisa's death bit the theater community hard,” says Exile's 
aitisticdirector, Joe Canuso. 'Melissa’s presence is still deeply felt 
by the cast. I think th^ use that os inspiration to do the most kick- 
ass showin her hmior* 

There have been hapfser challenges, too. Under dtrector Matt 
Pfeiffer.Ueutenant is Exile’s biggest production in terms of budget, 
design and technical needs: the show is laden with pulp fictional 
special effects. 'We’ve spent die last few weeks firing guns, blowing 
up things and mixing up vats of blood,” says Canuso. 

But it's the location where effects wizards Waldo Warsaw and 
Aaron Cromieare stirring blood and making body parts that rep- 
resents the company’s largest off-stage undertaking: Studio X. 

Before 2010’s Live Arta fest, Exile signed a long-term lease on 
the glass-bbdtcornerofl3thandReed, with 1232 square feet of 
rehearsal/theatrical/what-have-you space and neariy the same foot- 


age for offices. Exile had grown tremendously in the last five years, 
and outgrew its digsat Fburthand South- Canuso’s wife, Trish, a real 
estate agent found the t^ace. and Exile made the move immediately, 

Studio Xhas its limits; zoned for only SO seats, it’s a place for 
smaller shows and workshops.Its first full production, /ron by 
Rona Munro, came dunng the lust FringeFestivaLThiit wasa 
huge success,'Cunusosays.*We plan to do that again next Fringe 
while running main -stage productions at bigger venues like Christ 
Church Neighborhood House." 

And residing off the beaten path is apropos for Elxile. There’s not as 
much con^srion and Passyunk Square has become the hipster are a,” 
says Canuso. Tliere are probably 
more artists Hving in a lO-bfock radius 
of Studio X than anywhere in Philly.” 

As someone who lives nearby and 
walkshis greyhound daily, Ijoke with 
Canuso about seeing thespians pick- 
ing up canefy wrappers. "You know 
acto r s subsist on healthy things like apples and cigarettes. Must be 
those kids fi-om the charter school. Besides, the neighbors seem to like 
us. We hada sidewalk Rea market to raise money when we moved in and 
met most people in the neighborhood- TheyVe been very supportive.” 

The support goes both ways. 'The space is home to the Studio 
X-hibition New Playdevelopmentprogram, a series and its read- 
ings ofnew works by local playwrights.They plan to expand it with 
Writer's Asylum, a support system event where Canuso and co. can 
provide space and resources for writers to share unfinished work.

(C* 1 HORROR MOVIES ARE only os good os the ideas behind them, and the one 
behind Brad Anderson’s Vanithingon 7th Street simply isn't very good. Imagine 
for amoiTKnt that you’re afraid ofthe dark.

Thatmuchisdearearly.inHamiltDn'srecollec- [ 
tonsofgrowIngupontheborderi^New Hope and 
Lambertville, the youngest daughter of a French

KENNEnWORK? 

This neighborhood restaurant is capabie of 
doing everything — and doing it well.

I f you were lucky eoou^ to be invited to a barbecue at Brian 
Riccfs house last summer, you probably 
ate a lot of burgers."! had dozens of &iend5 

of the more pleasurable phases of developing 
the menu for Ken nett, the soigne saloon that 
replaced Lyons Den late last year, 

One keeper bom of Ricci's backyaid bun-buster workshop: the 
Iamb burger, set before me at Kennett’s mahogany bar. At first sight, 
you might guess theghstening half-pound patty (oLaFrieda hie ndl 
is bee£ but there's no mistalting the lamb in taste, accented with 
twinkles ofcum in, coriander and smoked paprika. Aswipe of local- 
yogurt tzutziki for the thallah bun. Red cabbage slaw for the cnmch. 
Served with braised collords in earnest lieu offhes. it coukja been a 
contender — but while terrifk:, it's hardly the best thing here. 

That honor betongs to the veg-fbeused fare at Kennett — things 



like a manly salad of sturdy Tuscan kale. Raw. these crinkly-edged 
winter greens ain’t exactly meschin-mix material, but a swift 
chiSbnade o-eates manageable mouthfuls, while a bright sherry 
vinaigrette relaxes the kale’s backbone like a mastermasseuse. 
Using an ingenious julienne of raw, candy-striped beets, the salad’s 
cninrii is akin to biting into a cool apple, with sweet roasted but- 
ternut squash and salty fetu bringing balanoe. 

Ortake the Brussels sprouts, which are sourced from megawatt 
farmer Ibm Culton and have more flavor in one little leaf than 
in an entire cranium of supermarket cabbage. All Ricci has to do 
is blanch and caramebze them with bacon, sherry and coriander. 
He pairs the halved heads with Jerusalem artichokes (aka sun- 
chcdcesl, which most chefs “cenk till they’re dead, put in a Robot 
Coupe and say, ‘Here’s a fucking simchoke puree.” Ricci, a vet of 
Django, Supper and Ehib & Kitchen, don’t

The addition of bacon ip the &-ussels 
disqualifies them for vegetarian status, but Ricci is happy (well, 
maybe notAopp.v) to make them pork-free. In fact, about half of 
the dioicss at Kennett can be altered slightly to accommodate 
veg/vegan diets — asmart move by Johnny Della ^Ua, the South 
Philly native and "health nut’who owns Kennett with Starr veter- 
an Ashley Bohan. His closely guatded recipe for the Second Street 
Mary, Kennett ’s Bloody riS includes vegan Worcestershire sauce 
and emulsified celery, for crying out loud, something Tm pretty 
sure only a health nut would dream up

The nuttiness is coatxed 
like a cobra from its 
charmer’s basket. 


The cool cbloiy pur6u docs make for a dynamite Bloody, 
Ihoufh, vegetable-rich enough to transcend the realm 
ofbrunch-timc booze. But with cocktails designed by 
bartendcrs-abuut-town Phoebe Esmon and Christian 
Gaal, plus wine and craft beers, choosing what to drink 
isn't easy. One snowy night, I got thawed out by the Stone 
Fence, a smooth elixir of Old Grand-Dad bourbon, apple 
cider and honey. Glistening witli flamed orange oils, the 
Mute Appeal did the trick during another visit, with 
doses of apple brandy, Avema, Pimm's and ginger liqueur. 

Esmon and Gaal culled the core of their menu from the 
Prohibition era, around the tone Ukrainian immigrant 
Steven Kennett bought this building and installed a 
boarding house and basement bootleg op. 

Kennett, the man, has since passed away, but you can 
see liim in the grainy gray photos, donated by surviving 
family members, that line the walls — a ddcor choice 
indicative of Delia Polla and Bohan’s sustainable reno- 
vation strategy. The wainscoting came horn a dcmo-cd 
North Pliilly building. The tables are old bam wood, built 
by Bohan's carpenter- father. The long banquette opposite 
the bar was fashioned &um the old bar rail, used wood, 
recycled jeans and milk cartons. Hie result of Della Polla 
and Bohan's eco-aware redo: Keimett is on task to be the 
first liquor-serving establishment in Philly to be certified 
by the national Green Restaurant Association. 

One exception to the nothing-new design: Ricci’s Fomo 
Bravo pizza oven. Before hooking up with Della Polla, 
Ricd, a onetime baker at a San Prandsco co-op, was in 
the process of setting up a truck operation called Flatbed 
Pizza. Kennett has proven a solid, albeit immobile, prac- 
tice site. His dough gets a local influence from Lancaster- 
sourced Daisy flour, its high gluten content, when com- 
bined wito the oven’s hickory/beech inferno, creating 
12-inch pies with an optimal balance ofehew and crunch. 
Three options currently — I loved (ho scent of marjoram, 
Ried’s favorite herb, in lieu of basil on the vibrant mar- 
gherita — with mere on the way if the pies prove popular. 
Seems like things are heading that way. 'I’m looking at 
my pizza guy’s prep list right now,” says Ricd, "and it 
basically says, 'Do everything.’" 

In fact, "do everything" could be Kennett's mantra. 
Serious cocktails. Know-thy-farmer food. Sustainable 
design. Artisanal pizza. Even the desserts (shards of 
salty chocolate bark jabbing vanilla ice cream, a dreamy 
semolina custard layered with raspberry jam) are worthy. 
Rarely when are.staurant does everything does it also do 
everytl;ing well. Kennett's an exception, even with acme 
kitdien slipups like an overwrought risotto (already off 
toe menu) and an overcooked Scotch egg (Ricci knew it 
before I said it). Tlie latter was part of a Robert Bums 
dinner that also featured brown sugar-, vodka- and dt- 
rus-cured salmon draped over bannock buns, a Scottish 
barluy/bultormilk blini dabbed with crime fralchc. 

'There is no such uncertainty as a sure thing," tho 
Scottish poet famously said, but in too case of Kennett's 
staying power, the bard just might be wrong.
